Project costs rise on 
school window and 
door replacements

WILMINGTON - At the 
Board of Selectmen meeting 
on ‘Monday, January 14, 
Tony Sievers, project man- 
ager for Diversified Project 
Management reported that 
the cost for the replacement 
of windows and doors at the 
North Intermediate School 
has: come in significantly 
higher than what was 
approved at the 2012 Town 
Meeting. 

‘ The project was thought to 
be comparable to the same 
undertaking at the 
Shawsheen School project 
completed in 2010. However, 
Sievers explained that rising 
costs in labor and materials 
and the difference in win- 
dows at the two. schools 
result in a much higher cost. 

The project is part of the 
MSBA accelerated repair 
program in which the gov- 
ernment agency reimburses 
the town a percentage of the 
cost. However, the town 
must appropriate the full 
amount of the cost toward 
the project at its inception. 
The. town had previously 
voted to appropriate approx- 
imately $804,000 to the proj- 
ect, basing the cost on 
Shawsheen. With the 
increase in cost for the 
North School project, the 
town will experience a net 
cost of more than $740,000. 
The net cost comes in under 
the initial appropriation but 
does not incorporate the full 
cost of the project, which 
the town must vote to pro- 
vide in order for ‘the project 
to move forward. 
“Regardless of the unfortu- 


nate news, I don’t think 
there’s any reason from my 
standpoint to do anything 
other than support the proj- 
ect,” said Selectmen Judith 
O’Connell. 

The board did not take a 
vote, but rather acknowl- 
edged that the topic will 
need to be brought up at a 
future Town Meeting. 

Housing Authorities 
Consolidation 

Also discussed at the meet- 
ing was Gov. Deval Patrick’s 
announcement that he will 
file legislation to regionalize 
housing authorities in the 
state. Regionalization would 
mean that the operation and 
financial management of 
local housing authorities 
would be performed in a 
central location, which 
could affect residents of 
Wilmington. Selectmen 
Michael Champoux 
expressed concern that if 
the office is moved out of 
town, it may be difficult for 
residents to get a way there. 

MMA Annual Report 
Contest 

Town Manager Jeffrey Hull 
announced that for the 
eighth time in nine years the 
town has been recognized by 
the Massachusetts 
Municipal Association 
(MMA) in its annual town 
report contest. This year, 
Wilmington secured third 
place in category 1, which 
includes communities with 
12,500 or more residents. 
Hull said a special thank you

violations at a Wilmington, 
Mass., production facility. 

The wholesale food man- 
ufacturer and distributor 
| for food service and cater- 
| ing industries faces a total 
| of $73,400 in fines following 
| inspections, which started 
in September 2102 by 
OSHA’s Andover Area 
Office in response to 
employee complaints. 

A call _ placed to 
Progressive Gourmet 
Wednesday morning was 
not immediately returned. 
According to the firm’s 
website, the company pro- 
vides “specialty foods for a 
range .of banquet opera- 


tions, including banquet 
halls, hotels, country 
clubs, restaurants, cater- 


ers and colleges.” 

OSHA found that the 
facility lacked adequate 
procedures to prevent the 
unintended startup of 
machinery, such as cook- 
ers, ovens and conveyors, 
while employees _ per- 


formed .service and main- 
tenance on the equipment.

“Left uncorrected, these 
conditions expose employ-

- and pause - while ruminating about what I’m reading. My 
living room is a reading room - compact, not big, with floor- 
to-ceiling bookcases across one whole wall. Another wall 
has pictures of artists and authors that I have enshrined - 
Truman Capote, Jack Kerouac, May Sarton, James 
Baldwin, Rudolph Nereyev, Seiji Ozawa, Edvard Munch and 
others. 

The big sunroom windows and open archways between the 
rooms allow sunlight to stream in during the day. My lamp 
was at one time a fire extinguisher from the historic Mildred 
Rogers School. My “end table and footstool” was a first 


grade desk and chair from that same school. The charm of: 


the room comes from the age of this century-old house. 
Worn hardwood floors, French doors and a window seat add 
warmth to the “canvas” that I burrow into, sipping tea and 
listening to music while lost in the exquisite pleasure of 
reading endlessly. 

So here is this year’s winter reading list in case you’re 
interested. What people read is so extremely personal that 


no one can assume that a best friend or even identical vin 
will love the same books. But following book reviews ari 
listening to the suggestions of others and browsing aroun 
my favorite book stores is how I stay occupied while on the 
never ending search for escapism, inspiration and Knowl. 
edge. 

Every year for as long as I can remember “The ola 
Farmer’s Almanac” is a must - I can’t live without it: “The 
pages are filled with lots of useful facts, quirky information) _ 
common sense advice and most of all “Sky Watch.” Phases 
of the moon, the stars, sunrise-sunset, the length of days; 
and the tides are charted for every day of the year. (I:buy 
two - one for the house and one for the car. I refer to it-con; 
tinually throughout the year. 

Another yearly must-have book is “The Best American 
Essays.” I started out reading the best short stories, but in 
no time I was soured on contemporary short story writers, 
In my opinion they are not what they use to be - Ill leave it 
at that. But oh, the best essays are so thought-provoking 
and at the same time entertaining. These writers havé the 
rare gift of insight and the ability to put into words what the 
rest of us can only feel emotionally. ‘ 

For fiction I’m looking forward to “Lunch With Buddha” re 
Roland Merullo and “Live by Night” by Dennis Lehane, twa 
authors that I love. I’ve read everything that Merullo has, 
written, starting with “Revere Beach Boulevard” (still iny, 
favorite), then going back to his previous novels and contin; 
uing to follow him. After reading “Mystic River” I “was, 
hooked on Lehane and have read everything he’s written, 
since. And because of that, last year I read “Boston Noit” 
and can’t wait to read “Boston Noir-2,” both edited iby, 
Dennis Lehane. 

Since discovering “The Man Who Mistook His Wife For A 
Hat,” I’ve read every word that Oliver Sacks has written. 
He’s a professor of neurology at NYU School of Medicine.’ 
The expression “truth is stranger than fiction” fits all of 
Sacks’ fascinating stories - his latest collection ‘titled 
“Hallucinations” promises to be equally captivating. _ - - * 

Last but not least, “The Christmas Kid” by Pete Hamill is 
a collection of stories that were first published on Sundays: 
by the New York Daily News in the early 1980s. Pete Hamill 
is my absolutely favorite writer of today! I’ve seen ‘him 
speak twice at Porter Square Books - and got to ask him‘a 
question about his writing that I’ve always wanted to ask. 
In person I fell in love with him even more. Hamill’s way of 
writing really gets to me. I love his two memoirs, “A 
Drinking Life” and “Downtown: My Manhattan,” but “Why. 
Sinatra Matters” stands out for me. I’ve given it to several 
friends and relatives feeling pretty sure they would feel the 
same way - and they did. 

Reading fuels the mind - it’s the road to self-discovery and 
enlightenment. It teaches us to concentrate, and to think 
creatively and critically - and it develops our vocabulary. 
We can travel the world - time travel back to the past*and 
experience the future - and acquire unlimited information. 
What other pursuit is more rewarding and pleasurable? 
And as a bonus, it’s a pastime that must be performed ‘aléne 
- the contentedness and indulgence of solitude right at your 
fingertips.

Developer still amidst process of filing legal challenge of city’s denial

However, under a Dec. 21 


decision rendered by 
Richard Sullivan, the secre- 
tary” af for the 


Commonwealth’s Executive 


Office , of Energy and 
Environmental Affairs 
(EQEEA), The Dolben 


Company could move quick- 
ly to obtain state permits for 
the affordable housing proj- 
ect, should the developer 
prevail. 

*f am disappointed in your 
decision not to further 
review the Ledges at Woburn 
project,” wrote Raymond 
last weekend to Sullivan. “I, 
along with the hundreds of 
residents who will be 
impacted over the next four 
years, believe that this proj- 
ect: will severely impact our 
health, safety and welfare.” 

In ‘a decision heralded by 
North Woburn abutters, the 
city’s : Zoning Board of 
Appeals last fall refused to 
grant'a comprehensive per- 
mit to the petitioners for the 
168-unit apartment complex 
after concluding that associ- 
ated. construction activity 
will, unduly burden neigh- 
bors. 

City officials and local res- 
idents alike are particularly 
concerned with plans to 
blast and cart away 357,000 


to 418'000 cubic yards of fill _ 


from’ ‘the site, an approxi- 
mate 9-acre parcel of land at 
1642°Main Street that con- 
tains significant ledge out- 
croppings.

Late last November, the 
developer acknowledged 
that the Ledges project, pro- 
posed to be constructed near 
the Wilmington-line, quali- 
fied for MEPA review. 

In particular, the afford- 
able housing project will 
generate 1,142 new vehicle 
trips along local and state 
roadways, including Main 
Street/Route 38, and entail 
the creation of 300 or more 
new parking spaces in a sin- 
gle location. 

Sullivan also concluded 
that because The Dolben 
Company will receive state 
assistance for the develop- 
ment under the _ state’s 
affordable housing or 
Chapter 40B guidelines, his 
agency also retains jurisdic- 
tion over the project due to 
potential impacts to nearby 
wetlands, and because the 
petitioner needs. state per- 
mits to connect to existing 
stormwater system infra- 
structure. 

However, the Presidential 
Way firm contended in its 
paperwork that it had 
addressed those impacts. 
through a series of proposed 
mitigation measures, negat- 
ing the need for the submis- 
sion of an environmental 


‘impact report. 


In that report, The Dolben 
Company would have been 
required to submit compre- 
hensive data and informa- 
tion on how it intended to 
mitigate those impacts, and 
the general public would 
have had an opportunity to 
submit its own comments on 
whether it agreed that those 
measures were sufficient. 

In his Dec. 21, 2012 deci- 
sion, the EOEEKA secretary 
agreed with the petitioner’s 
conclusion and waived the 
need for further study. 

However, Sullivan did stip- 
ulate that should substantial 
changes to the Ledges at 
Woburn project be instituted 
as a result of the HAC delib- 
erations, further action may 
be warranted. 

“I am satisfied that any 
outstanding issues pertain- 
ing to traffic, stormwater 
management, and blasting 
can be addressed through 
the state and local permit- 
ting process,” the EOEEA 
secretary ruled. 

“If the project is further 
revised as a result of the 
HAC review process, the pro- 
ponent must contact the 
MEPA office to determine if 
a Notice of Project Change 
will be required to be sub- 
mitted.” 

In his recent letter to 
Sullivan, Raymond ques- 
tioned whether the secretary 
had properly considered the 
impact of the proposed 
blasting work, particularly 
given the property’s location 
amidst a residential neigh- 
borhood. ,

Benton also noted that she 
looked into the costs associ- 
ated with bulletproof glass 
for school windows and 
doors. At approximately 
$220 per square foot—mean- 
ing an average-sized glass 
front door would cost 
upwards of $90,000 to pro- 
tect—she said that it was 
just not an appropriate proj- 
ect for the district. She did, 
however, add that shatter- 
proof glass is a more cost- 
effective substitute. 

“I think we all struggle 
with ‘how do we find the 
balance between providing 
a safe building for our staff 
and students without build- 
ing a fortress?’ Because our 
schools are not fortresses, 
they aren’t meant to be. I 
think we just do our best,” 
Benton said. 


Specifically, the alderman 
referenced the developer’s 
plans to crush blasted ledge 
on site, “condoning” the cre- 
ation of a “quarry opera- 
tion,”, as well as the fact 
that the property is only 
accessible through a single 
site driveway — creating the 
potential for gridlock along 
Main Street as trucks enter 
and exit the property. 

“I feel your most important 
consideration. during your 
review of this project should 
have been the 44 abutting 
properties to the proposed 
project, including, two ele- 
mentary schools, a day care 
center, [Ferullo Field], and 
senior housing,” Raymond 
maintained. 

“Over the past 15 months, 
we have attended 30 meet- 
ings. During these meetings, 
we heard from abutters who 
shared their health concerns 


~ and issues. These concerns 
‘and issues were sent to you 


in comment letters and were 
not properly addressed by 
you in your report,” the 
alderman furthered. 

Even if the HAC was to 
overturn the ZBA’s decision 
denying the Ledges at 
Woburn proposal, local offi- 
cials are quite likely to con- 
tinue the battle by bringing 
further appeals to higher 
courts. 

The land in question has 
been the source of develop- 
ment controversy and pro- 
longed legal wrangling long 
before the Ledges at Woburn 
proposal was brought before 
the city in Sept. of 2012. 

Local developer Anthony 
Santullo, who sold his rights 
to the development, pitched 
a protracted legal battle for 
years against the city over 
the site before the state’s 
highest court ruled in his 
favor in 2006.

Fall to Malden Catholic in thriller 


Boys Hockey team 
skates with two-time 1A

MALDEN - In a matter of 
six days, the Wilmington 
High School Boys Hockey 
team defeated the defending 
Division 1 North finalist in 
Wakefield 5-1, defeated the 
reigning: Division 1 state 
champions Burlington, 3-1, 
and then matched up with 
the two-time Super 8 
Champions Malden Catholic 
on Monday night and came 
away with a 43 loss in a 
tremendous back-and-forth 

high school hockey game. 

Before the season started 
Wilmington amped up its 
non-league schedule with the 
addition of MC as well as 
Acton-Boxboro later on in 
the season, and in the tilt 
with the Lancers, 
Wilmington proved it could 
play with the best of them, 
as the game was deadlocked 
at 3-3 until MC scored the 
game winner with 2:28 to go. 

The loss snaps 
Wilmington’s eight game 
winning streak - after losing 
the team’s season opener to 
Woburn - and puts the ‘Cats 
at 8-2-0 overall. As for MC - 
who played without its two 
top players Casey Fitzgerald, 
the son of former Boston 
Bruin forward Tom 
Fitzgerald, and Mike 
Iovanna who were both sus- 
pended for two games - they 
won for the first time since 
December 22 after going 0-2- 
3 in its last five games com- 
peting the toughest confer- 
ence in the state. 

“It was a great game,” said 
head coach Steve Scanlon, 
who saw senior forward 
Dylan DiNatale score all 
three goals for the hat trick. 
“I was happy with the per- 
formance. The turnovers 
hurt us. You’re playing 
against a team with more 
skill so when you turn the 
puck over, you pay the price 
for it. It’s not like you get 
lucky against a team like 
that. I know giving up the go- 
ahead goal was a tough one 
but it was the other two goals 
that really hurt us - both on 
turnovers. 

“We also gave up the goal 
off the face-off and that was 
lack of coverage.

ple. 

But just as she has shown 
throughout her athletic 
career, Ari Medeiros is not 
like most people. Not only 
; has she gotten through the 
; tough academic standards 

at Shawsheen Tech, thanks 
to her hard work and the 
help of her teachers, she 
has actually thrived and is 
planning on heading to col- 
lege in the fall. 

“It was always hard for 
me in school,” Medeiros 
said. “When I was younger 
I would mix up letters and 
even now it is hard for me 
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me

to understand some letters. 


so I have to read very slow-

home and just cry and they 
would support me,” 
Medeiros said. “And when 
I am in school, Miss 
Sueltenfuss helps me out so 
much. Even though she is 
not one of my teachers, she 
is always there to support 
me.” 

Medeiros attitude of 
always giving it her best is 
the same attitude that she 
has brought to her athletic 
career, and while Medeiros 
has obviously made a huge 
impact on the sports pro- 
grams at Shawsheen Tech, 
the sports programs have 
also made a huge impact 
on her. 

“Sports have been very 
important to me,” Medeiros 
said. “Sometimes after a 
hard day of school when 
there are things I don’t 
understand, I am able to go 
to practice to a place 
where I know what to do 
and I love what I do.” 

And why  wouldn’t 
Medeiros love what she is 
doing? She has been a part 
of a remarkable 11 CAC 
championship teams dur- 
ing her three sport career 
at the Tech while putting 
up some fantastic individ- 
ual numbers. 

She is the third all time 
leading scorer in the histo- 
ry of the Shawsheen Girls 
Soccer program with 97 
career points, including 30 
goals and 40 points. this 
past season, while batting 
leadoff for the Lady Rams 
perennial CAC champion 
softball team, posting a 
.346 average this past sea- 
son. 

Right now Medeiros is in 
the midst of another great 
season with the Shawsheen 
Girls Basketball team. 
After helping to lead the 
Lady Rams to another CAC 
title and advancing all the 
way to the Division 4 North 
finals last season, 
Medeiros and her team- 
mates are back for more 
this season, with a 6-1 
record so far as they aim to 
improve on last season’s 
great campaign. 

“We lost some really good 
players off of last year’s 
team, but we are working 
hard to do even better than 
last year,” Medeiros said. 
“You just have to keep 
working and do the best we 
can and I think we can go 
far.” 

Medeiros likely won’t put 
up the huge numbers with 
the basketball team that 
she put up with the softball 
and soccer teams, but that 
is just fine with her. After 
being more of a scorer the

eral key seniors, she will be 
counted on more to distrib- 
ute the ball than to score it. 

“I want to do whatever I 
can to help the team,” 
Medeiros said. “I love to 
make good passes. to 
Stephanie (Champoux) and 
our other players and see 
them score. I like to score 
too, but really I want to do 
whatever the team needs.” 

Her willingness to help 
the team came as no sur- 
prise to Shawsheen coach 
Dick Barriss, who has seen 
Medeiros fill a number of 
roles with the team during 
her four years with the 
team. 

“She was with us as a 
freshman and played some, 
but she also played point 
guard with the JV team, 
and then as a sophomore 
with us she thrived as a 
two guard and became 
more of a scorer and then 
she really came into her 
own as a scorer last year 
for us,” Barriss_ said. 
“Once again this year her 
role has changed. Her 
points have gone down, but 
she is doing what we are 
asking her to do and she is 
doing a lot more passing.” 

But that does not mean 
that Medeiros cannot still 
put the ball in the hoop 
when she needs to. Barriss 
knows when he needs a big 
basket he can count on his 
versatile veteran who 
serves as one of the Lady 
Rams captains. 

“On any given night she is 
capable of scoring 15 or 20 
points,” Barriss.said. “She 
is still probably our best 
three-point shooter. If the 
game is on the line and we 
need a three pointer I want 
her to get the ball.” 

It was much the same for 
Medeiros through her soc- 
cer career, where again she 
filled a variety of roles, 
playing forward in a limit- 
ed role as a freshman and

as a junior and then 
switching back and forth 
from center-mid to forward 
as a senior. 

One thing that never 
changed for Medeiros 
regardless of her position 
was her ability to put the 
ball in net, as her 96 points 
place her’ third on 
Shawsheen’s all time scor- 
ing list behind only 100 plus 
scorers Jenn Carroll and 
Jenna Zechner. 

“She probably could have 
put up even more points 
and broken one hundred, 
but her freshman year she 
was behind Jenn and 
Jenna,” Shawsheen soccer 
coach Doug Michaud said. 
“It was hard for her to get 
goals with the two of them 
scoring the way they were. 
It was just not going to 
happen.” 

As much as it is very like- 
ly that she would have had 
more career points if she 
had been starting as a 
freshman, Medeiros is 
appreciative for her time 
being part of such a great 
team as a young player and 
grateful for having learned 
from such talented players, 
particularly Zechner. 

“It helped a lot to see 
what they were able to do 
and it made me want to be 
even better and to be just 
like them,” Medeiros said. 
“Jenna Zechner was my 
role model. She is going to 
school at Merrimack now 
and I look up to her so 
much. I wanted to be just 
like her.” 

With the career that 
Medeiros has had, it is like- 
ly that young members of 
the current Lady Rams 
squad will one day be say- 
ing how much they admire 
Medeiros and the way she 
played. 

Also a captain with the 
soccer team, Medeiros 
hopes she has left a legacy 


that other players will look 


up to. 

“I would love for kids to

give a good example of how 
you should play.” 

Of course Medeiros pro-

Not many screenwriters 
ean write dialogue like 
Tarantino, and he uses this 
skill to create a story skew- 
ering America's slave-own- 
ing past. While the third act 
of this film doesn’t hold 
together very well, acts 1 
and 2 showcase his sharpest 
writing in years. 

The story begins in 
Texas, in 1858. A bounty 
hunter, King Schultz 
(Waltz) frees Django from 
his slave-owners because he 
needs his help locating 
some fugitives that Django 
can identify. 

The German-born former 
dentist and the newly freed 
black man strike up a 
friendship and a partner- 
ship. They make a deal that 
if Django will work with 
Schultz for the winter, in the 
spring they will travel to 
Mississippi . and _ free 
Django's wife, who is owned 
by Calvin Candie 
(DiCaprio). Of course, 
things don't go as smooth as 
they planned and they leave 
a trail of bloody corpses in 
their wake. 

At 2 hours and 45 min- 
utes, this is Tarantino's 
longest film. The tone is 
that of a light-hearted, 
bloody action film and it 
doesn't need to be an epic, 
and it would appear to have 
scenes that could have been 
trimmed.
